Battle Looms 
As Reds Push 
Toward River

The Germ an army of Field M arshal Fritz Von 
M annstein ha.s retreated into the Prlpet m arshes and reformed for an o th ­ 
er stand along the pre-w ar Poli.sh frontier west and south of Olevsk, a 
customs station which the Soviets captured Monday.
